Franchise of St. Louis Voters 
in Danger. 


NO JUDGES OR CLERKS. 


CARROLL BILL HAS PREVENTED 
ALL ACTION. 


Election Commissioners May Endeavor 
to Conduct Some Sort of Regis- 
tration at the City 
Hall. 


Whether the general precinct registration 
of voters on October 9, 13 and 16 shall be 
held in the absence of any provision for 
paving the judges and clerks is the ques- 
tion which the board of election commis- 
sioners may have to deal with in the next 
few weeks. 

A resolution for a recess commencing 
Aug. 16 is now before the house of dele- 
gates, and several of the members of that 
body are in favor of passing the resolution 
at Tuesday night's session, placing the 
date of reconvening at Oct. 15. This is 
after the date when registration must be 
commenced in the precincts. 

The Carroll appropriation bill, passed by 
the assembly recently, makes no provision 
for the pay of judges and clerks of elec- 
tion, the comptroller’s item of $33,966 for 
this purpose having been stricken out. This 
includes the pay of the judges and clerks 
of registration and leaves the election com- 
missioners without any guarantee that the 
clerical work in the precincts will be paid 
for. Under these circumstances the ques- 
tion before the board will be whether the 
precinct registration shall be abandoned or 
the state election law carried out regard- 
lees of the assembly's action. 

If it should be found impossible to hold 
the precinct registration, the only means of 
registering voters before the November 
election would be to conduct the registra- 
tion at the board's office in the City Hall. 
About 700 voters have been regisered in 
this manner since June 1. Six clerks are 
at present available for this work, but the 
force can be increased somewhat later 
if the work grows heavier. 

The registration in 1896 was 131 362, a num- 
ber which it would be physically impossible 
to register at the City Hall office be- 
tween now and Oct. 6, the day prescribed 
by law for the closing of registration there. 
The large increase over the vote of four 
years ago must also be considered. 

If the assembly adjourns until the mid- 
dle of October without providing for the 
expenses of the precinct registration, a 
practical test of the powers of the election 
board under the new law will be furnished, 
and the action taken by the board will 
show the amount of confidence which its 
members feel in their ability to bring the 
assembly to terms. To abandon the pre 
cinct registration would be to violate the 
plain provisions of the law, and to go ahead 
with the work without provision for the 
pay of judges and clerks would be embar- 
rassing. 

President McCaffrey of the election board 
is out of the city, and will remain away 
until Sept. 1. Secretary Hoblitzelle, at pres- 
ent the executive officer of the board, is 
strongly of the opinion that the precinct 
registration should be held, whether any 
funds are in sight or not.

There is an atmosphere os acute suspense in the state, war and navy depart- 
ments today. It is generally recognized that the campaign in China is rapidly 
approaching a critical stage. 

The latest news from the American advance, which inferentially includes the 
forces of Great Britain, Japan and Russia, made it seem probable that the word 
“Pekin” might be flashed over the wires at any moment. 

The international advance guard, arguing from the progress made, 
must be by this time close to the point on the road where China will elect to 
make her last stand in defense of her capital unless at the last moment she chooses 
the part of discretion and comes to the terms already laid down by the United 
States and tacitly agreed to by the other powers. 

Officials here momentarily are expecting one of two things, either a diplo- 
matic backdown on the part of China, which will mean a few days more of fencing 
and negotiation before an armed escort is admitted to Pekin, or else the news 
from Gen. Chaffee that he has encountered strong opposition at Ching Chai Wan 
or Tung Chow, two of the largest cities between Tien Tsin and Pekin. 

The fact that the Chinese government has not yet replied to the American 
note of Aug. &, makes it seem questionable whether she intends to do so. Even 
allowing for delays in transmission, there has been abundant time for a repiy 
to be transmitted, and its absence is causing some remark in the state depart- 
ment. ; 

It is regarded as quite possible that both the Adee note of Aug. 8 and the 
subsequent reply of the state department to the Chinese edict, announcing the 
appointment of Li Hung Chang as peace envoy, may be now hung up in Shang- 
hai, through fear on the part of Li Hung Chang as to his own fate if such docu- 
ments are forwarded to the imperial household.

NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—Collis P. Hunting- 
ton, president of the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road, died at Pine Knot camp, near Du- 
rant, on Racquette Lake, in the Adiron- 
dacks, at 12 o'clock last night. 

Mr. Huntington's private secretary, J. E. 
Gates, received a message at his residence, 
the Hotel Majestic, this city, this morning, 


announcing the sudden death last night of | 


the millionaire at Racquette Lake, N. Y. 
Mr. Gates left for Camp ‘‘Pine Knot” on the 
first train early this morning. Friends of 
the Huntington family in this city at once 
sent a cablegram to London addressed to 
the Princess Hatzfeldt, the adopted daugh- 
ter of Mr. Huntington, announcing the 
death of her father. 

A dispatch received from London yester- 
day said the Princess Hatzfeldt was booked 
to sail for the I'nited States on board the 
steamer Majestic, Aug. 15. 

Mr. Huntington went into the woods last 
Thursday afternoon and was in apparently 
good health. Friday and Saturday he was 
about his camp noting the progress of the 
improvements which he had been carrying 
on this year. Sundav he remained at his 
lodge very quietly receiving the calls of sev- 


eral friends from the neighboring camps. | 
| 


Yesterday he continued in good health and 
made no complaint whatever of illness. 

He retired last evening at 11 o'clock, ap- 
parently in the very best of health, and so 
far as can be ascertained, slept soundly, 
as no disturbance was heard from his room 
until a short time betore his death. 

Moans proceeding from Mr. Huntington's 
reom aroused members of the household 
and they immediately went to his assist- 
ance. In about ten minutes he was dead. 

It is supposed that Mr. Huntington's death 
was caused by heart trouble. 

W. West Durant, who was at Blue Moun- 
tain Lake, was at once notified and he 
drove to Racquette Lake as soon as pos- 
sible and thence to the Huntington camp. 
Mr. Durant telephoned to Ithica for an 
undertaker and it is expected that Mr. 
Huntington's rematns will be taken there 
on a special train today. 

Mr. Huntington’s death had little effect 
on the general stock market. Even his own 
siocks, chief among which was Southern 
Pacific. were hardly disturbed. 

A meeting of the Southern Pacific inter- 
ests and certain prominent banking inter- 
ests was held early today. The Southern 
Pacific road and other corporations all car- 
ry large deposits in this city and are fre- 
quently in the money market. It seemed to 
be the opinion of the bankers at this morn- 
ing’s conference that no apprehension need 
be felt because of Mr. Huntington's death. 

Wall street estimates the fortune of Mr.

He did 
not believe in high buildings and had an

| He was witty in a calm, quiet way. Onc 
| he was importuned to give money to ai 
| the cause of converting the population of 
| Siam. He was told that there were thou- 
|} sands of heathens there. His answer was 
laconic and peremptory. ‘Why not con- 
vert,’’ he asked, ‘‘the heathens of this coun- 
try? They are just as good as the heathens 
of Siam.’ It having been said to him that 
foreigners in American society are great 
he remarked: ‘“‘But think of the en- 
couragement we give them.’’ He once de- 
fined the difference between talent and ge- 
nius by saying that it required talent to 
win a fortune, but genius to know what to 
do with it. 

Huntington was not fond of society. He 
very rarely went to balls or big dinners, 
and then only upon the importunity of the 
daughter who became a princess. This 
young woman is too well known to require 
detailed mention. She and her father have 
always been warmly attached to each oth- 
er. Before her marriage she was often the 
companion of his transcontinental journeys. 
These trips were usually made in a parlor 
coach at a high rate of speed. Mr. Hunt- 
ington never left the train from the mo- 
ment he got aboard at New York until he 
reached San Francisco. 

He had no valet or body servant. His 
personal expenses were very light. He gave 
no champagne suppers and maintained no 
dog kennels or racing stables. 

Mr. Huntington came of a sturdy line of 
ancestors, one of whom, Samuel Hunting- 
ton, was a signer of the Declaration of In- 
deepndence. He was born in Harwinton, 
Conn., Oct, 22, 1821, and attended school later 
four months in the year. He left school at 
14 and at once engaged with a neighbor at 
$7 a month. A year later he went to New 
York with $175 saved and bought a stock of 
watch findings and with them traveled 
through the South. He rapidly made money 
in a small way and in 1848 married Elizabeth 
T. Stoddard of Litchfield County, Conn. In 
March, 1849, he went to California via the 
Isthmus of Panama. In May, 1854, he es- 
tablished with Mark Hopkins the house of 
Huntington, Hopkins & Co. That year they 
cleared $800,000. In 1860 he, with his as- 
sociates, started the first survey of the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railway. Mr. Huntington's 
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adopted daughter is the wife of Prince 
Hatzfeldt of Austria.

his baggage in his room at the hotel. She 
told Night Clerk Collins, who was Mr. 
Street's friend, that her husband had been 
worried over business affairs nearly a year, 
She expressed a fear that he had killed him- 
self, but asked the hotel management to 
gay nothing about it until she could go to 
their country home near Little Rock and 
ascertain if he had been there. 

Monday evening she wired from there that 
she ‘had found no trace of her husband, 
and asked Clerk Collins to notify the police 
and offer a reward for information about 
her husband or the discovery of his body.
